‘A fact disclosed as to the 
working of the initiative and ref- 
erendum in Switzerland is that 
the initiative and referendum el- 
ections are by no means common, 
a circumstance that rather sup- 
ports the argument that the poss- 
ession of this power by the people 
tends to make the use of it un- 
neccessary, because of a greater 
readiness on part of legislative 
bodies to respond to the wish of 
publio opinion, This notion is 
further confirmed by the fact that 
during 20 years only one sixth of 
the laws made in Switzerland 
were initiated by the people, and 
that only one sixth of the laws 
originating in the Federal assem- 
bly have been challenged or sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote. It 
is avery notable circumstance, 
too, that, having the initiative 
and referendum, the Swiss seemed 
to have concluded that the recall 
is Uunecessary.’’

GENERAL A deed of interest to 
NEWS Brunswick, Ga., and 
NOTES Glynn county has been 
filed for record in the office of the 
clerk of the superior court of the 
county. The deed conveys to James 
Keely, of Chicago, editor-in-chief of 
the Chicago Tribune, about 6,000 acres 
of land known as the Bethel tract, 
and which takes in several smaller 
tracts. The deed was made by the 
Downing company, and the consider- 
ation was $95,000. 

The action of the United States 
circuit court for eastern Louisiana in 
refusing to enjoin the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railway company from disregard. 
ing the Louisiana constitutional 
amendment which prohibited the re 
moval of suits from state courts to 
federal courts by nonresident corpora:

The circuit court held that 
the amendment was in violation of the 
federal constitution. The court today 
handed down no opinion in the case, 
but contented itself with the mere an- 
nouncement that the judgment below 
was affirmed.
